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A BRIEF HISTORY 


OF TJIS 


BODH GAYA MATH. 


The Bodli Gayd Math is an ancient Motuistcry of the HindQ SannyAstfl, 
stTled Gtrff who belong to one of the ten ordofa of Sankara Ach^rya's Sivite 
achooL ^ It traceii ita origin back to the middle of tlie aixteonth century of 
the Chtiatian era- It is said that na early ns jl/rfyA of flic FasK year fl07 
(correa^nding with 1590 A,D.), one Goonin Glmmaiwlf Gir, a holy deroteo of 
this order, while on a ]>[]grima^e tour, became so very fond of tlte sidrao aoli- 
tndo of the neighbourhood of the place whtiro the Mut/t now atanrls, tliat ho 
selected it as the placo of hie religious devotiau, and snhscqacntly built n sumll 
moil aster V there for the* accommodation of tlie itinerant niembon} of hia order. 
Ho was the fimt maliauth, and the fouitder of the monasteir. He was succecd- 
ed by hisj^seiple, Chaitanya Gir, in 1022 Fnsli (corresponding w'ith 1615 A.D,). 


- ^---— great Buddliist temple, and 

n small temple ivas built thereon, illahanth Chaitanya GIr was succeeded by liis 
disciple, Mahanth Alahadoii'a Gir, who led a very pious anti austere life. Ho 
worsiiipijcd A«jio P^rnd Detfi for sevoia) years, and hifl dhunf (place of worship) 
and samddhi (tomb) of pucka masonry work stands in front o! the JffiMiotUii 
temple, wliere also a temple utis built oy him in lionour of liis Ishta, (tutelary) 
goddess Anna FAr-nd. Tho tradition is that iho goddess Anna Ptmni [Devi was 
so much gratified that she presented him a kBt&rd (cup) for distribution of 
grain, with tho d^Airldd (blessing) that if the malinuths of the Asthdii would 
contmuo fi'oely distributiug ^addbarai (alms) out of this iahrd, they would 
never be in want. It is said to hold exactly enough to satisfy tho apiictito of 
whoever receives its contents, be ho man or woman, child or adult. 

■ talisinauic cup is still in tho uiounstoiy, and grain is doled out daily 

wuth it It was under the auspices of this goddess, tho presenter of tho inex¬ 
haustible cup, that he ^vas eimbled to build tho large monastic building, the 
present JHuth of Bodh Gayd, which is situatod on the kink of Lfldjan river 
(another name for the^ sacred I’hdlgu), in the midst of a garden extending over 
an area of about 52 bighas, and surrounded by a high masonry wall. TIo also 
founded an ahus house, tvhich has been much extended by the later malianths, 
whore rice and pulse are daily distributed to tlirce to five hundred ticrsons up 
to tho present time.

1 , have been much favoured by tho Emperor of 

Delhi, and the villages of Mastipur and I’drddlli, in wdiich the Jludd^stic Mahd- 
wtiAi temple is situated, wore mode over to him by a Iloyol finnan. A jagir 
of SIX villages was presented to the Math, by Waaiml-Mumulik Qanmmddin 
KJmn. He was followed by his disciple, Keshava Gir, who was so well known 
u iw-i devotion that before ho ascended tho MahanUu Gaddi of 

in the lifetime of Ins guru, ho got a present of Autarin and 
other villages from Emperor I'arukh Siyar of DcQii, auu in the Royal firman 
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tip was atyk'il aa Faq^r Kdml u-s llaq Parati {a monk who had reached the 
higl)e.st degree of taliisiuunic jiowors aod of the merit of holy orders). Ho wag 
aucceeJed by Holiaoth Edghava Gir in lioo Faali (corresponding with 17 ly 
A,D.}, who was followed by Mahanth Ei'miliit Gir in 1176 Fasli (corresponding 
with 1769 A.D.). Mabautli Eanihit Gir contributed greatly to iucreaso the 
wealth andproiipcrity of the Math* Ho obtained IdkLirdj lands and villages from 
the Jlaharajfls of Titari and Icltak. Ho died in tho Imly city of Benares, and 
Lis dkaram samMhi (tomb) was built by his snccesaor in the llodh Gaya samMhi 
(family burmbgroand). He was followed by hia disciple, Mahanth Bahik Gir, 
m 1213 Fasli (oorreapondbg with 1800), who obtained a few vElages from 
Maliaraj'n Kdmsingh of Jaspur, and was sucooeded by bis disciple, Shiva Gir, in 
1227 Fash (corresponding with 1830). jfahanth Shiva Gir, who was eoually 
noted for hia parsonai Imnty, generous heart, and religions devotion, and who 
mail© no less than !,400 chddi (disciples), brought tho condition of tho Math 
end its properties to a most flourishing condition. 

It is said tliat in bis limo somo of the Math properties were mnmed under 
Regnlation 11 of IS 19 and Jicgulation III of 1828, and that they were all released 
after duo enquiry Iwing held. The iMahanth, it is sold, was tjius also acknow¬ 
ledged as Malianth of Bodh Gayd by tbe British Government. After his 
death in l3o3 FusU (coniwponding with 1846 A.D.), his dhjciplcij, following 
the costom wiiiclj had been prevalent in tlio Math aince the very heginning, 
selected Ehaipat Gir, ono of their own body, as the Mahanth of Bodh Gayd! 
Malianth Bhali>at Gir wua at tho helm of afTairs for 21 yeare. Ho i» <i«H 
to Jiave distinguished himself for his conspicuous lo 3 ’olty by helping the 
English Government in the dark days of the Indian Sepoy Mntmy. Ho died 
in 1274 Fasli (corresponding with 1867 A.D.), and after liiiu his disciple, llem 
Kardyon Gir, succeeded to the ilahaiithiGadi of IJodh Ga)rd. 

Mahanth Hem Nardj im Gir was a great Sanskrit scholar, and collected a 
large library of original Sauakiit manuscripts. He built a largo house at Benares 
at a cost of about tlfty thousaud ru|>0C3 for the benefit of thoso godains of his 
order who wished to pass the last days of their life in the holj- city of Kashi 
(Benares), ilo also built many temples in his xamiudiuics, and established 
a dharamidU and e.xcavated a tank at Zmdil]jur on the Ba2dribdgli road. 
This Mahanth rendered valuable assistance to the Govomment during the 
fmnino of 1873-74, and hi recognition of Ids services he was presented wdth a 
Cci'tificato of Honour in tho mmo of the Queen*Empress of India on tlio Ist 
January 1877, the day of tho proclamation of tho title of Empress of India. 
Ho was known to be one of tho most influential and resijcctablo zauiindoi's of 
tbe district, and was held in great roveronce by the cntu‘e native community. 
The Government of India, as a mark of personal ilistinctioa, csempted him from 
his attendance in tho civil courts under Government onlm, dated tho 22iid 
February 1876. 

llo was very religiously inclined, and spent a groat portion of his time 
in worsliip mnl religious devotion. In 1832 ho went out on a {(irath gdlrd) 
pilgrimage, with tho intention of passing the remainder of his days in mcro 
austerity. He therefore executed a registered deed of gift (hthM) on tho 25th 
of August 1882, in favour of his disciple i^citstd) Krishna HajAl Gir, who was 
more familiarly colled Bmhmiichdrjf on account of his pious habits. Ho 
stated in this deed that as, in coiisequenco of his old ege, he wished to retire 
froni the worldly life, he desired to akEcate Ms moLauthship in favour of any 
of Ins disciples who would be the most eligible, and as a paiiehdj'at consisting 
of fivo of the inogt respcctablo goiaina of the Math had unanimously selected 
Krhtiuia Uaydl Gir as the fittest amongst the disciples, lie, agreeing with the 
n^clics, appointed him as Ids successor, and nimle on absolute and free gift of all 
his properties in favour of tho .■jaid Krishna Daydl Guv Krishm Daydl Gir thus 
obtained ]iosscasion of all tlie pi-o;)artics appertaining to the Math, and reigned 
as inohantli tie facto for nearly four months. During this short jjcriod ho ahow-ed 
good capacity for work, and ruled over the Math in a very liberal spirit. Ho 
also contributed Ks. 3,500 towards the expenses of rcrairs of tlie Malribodlii 
temple. However, Mahanth lleni Nariijnn Gir, who Lad set out on pUgrimago, 
returned again to Bodh Guy'd and, at the most earnest solicitation of his discijnes 
and other gotamsj consented to toko up tho onerous and rcspousiblo duties of 
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the maLtmtUi of the Math once again. A registercid deed of rolinquishmont 
{6{isS(i<itP(i\ was therefore executed by Kmljiia Dny^ Gir on the 29tid Decem* 
bor, 1882j who most fjladly and chcorfully gave uj> and abend on od all tlio right 
and title be had dorlrcd under ilio above deecribed deed of gift 
favour of Ills guru and donor. During bis lifetiiue Mahanth iJem Nai’^yan 
Glr thus once more assumed tlie management of tlie estate, and managed It with 
great prudence. Mahanth Ileni Nardyan Glr died at licnares an tiio IStii J’aus, 
oortosptmdlng ndth the 2rtk December, 1891, JListlAarm't iamdd/ii ^ temple) is 
built iu the Dodh Gayd attmddhi (the family buriahgiound). 

The Mahanth, as well as hw disciples are pledged to a lifelong 

coHhaey, arid, according to the tinie-honoareii custoni of tlio Math and tlju rule 
of their order, when a disciple of the Math dies his properties, moveablo or 
inimoveohle, revert to the monastery, 

Succession to the mahanthship of Bodh QayA is governed according to 
custom. Whan a nmlianth dies, all bis disciples nominate five gosm’ns of their 
own Math as punches or arbitrators to select a worthy and ht successor to the 
jaddi out of their OM'n body; and all the disciples’abide by the decision of 
tlio panchayat so constituted. Accordingly, a panefindmA was excciited oh the 
13th of !Magh 1290 DasU, corresponding with 1802 A.D., by all the discijdcs of 
the late mahanth, by which they empowered ffoaaitts iJwhun Dharf Gir, Itagliubor 
SahSy Gir, Rduduu-im Gir, Momin Gir, and .Tai Rdm Gir, to elect a mahanth for 
the Bodh Guyd guddi out of their owti body, and all these five gosains gave 
their writton and unanimous verdict in favour of tlve same Krishna Dnydl Qir, 
in whose favour the lato mahanth hod made a gift, Mahanth Krishna DaydlGir 
was considered most eligible, being the most learned, the moat pious, the most 
religious, and the most capable of all his fellow disciples. 

The formal ceremony of ascending the ancient mid holy ffaddi of the Math 
was performed with great iclat on the 21st JIngh 1290 I^'oiali, corresjjondlng 
with the 4th of February, 1802, on which day, oJter the usual pryd#, Aoma and 
sacriiices, the present mahanth, Krishna Daydl tS-ir, w as declared Mahanth of Bodh 
Gayd in the prcsonco of the principal officials and other residents of the dist rict of 
Gayd. W1 len th 0 new mahant h was forma lly inst oI led on 11 lo y as t ho S fahan th 
of iiodh Gayd, all the numerous disciples presontod him each with a sheet in 
token of tlicir acceptance of Ida supratnacy. ''I'his concluded tfio ceremony of 
installation, Mahantli Krishna Day dl Gir is the I2th mahanth of Bodii Gnyd, Ilia 
present iucome, which is derived from presents offered to the great Jlaluiitadhi 
tomplo, personal preaents made by disciples to him and to the holy ah rities in tho 
Moth, and tho landed jiroperty, amounts to upwards of a Inhh of rupees a year. 
The expenses of tho monastery under head taddbarai, or daily tdms^giving, feed¬ 
ing tlie ff&sai»3t or uiombors of the fraternity of all tho euliordmate and 

the exponses on occasion of tho principal festivals, such as Dasahrd, Tilsanirdnti 
and Olliers, ate said to bo on a grand acolo. Among other items of expen dituro 
tho one under is noteworthy. Some time after tho death of a mahanth 

and subsetjnent to election of a now mahanth, a grand feast is given, to which 
as many members of iho fraternity throughout India as can possibly bo uakoil 
to join, are invited. They are fed on very ricbly and highly spic^ cokes culled 
*' ntdl ptfd/' This feast, it is said, costs nearly a lakh of rupees. 

Tho assets of tlie estate are always in a very solvent state owing to good 
management. Gno peculmr feature in tlio management of tho 'domestic and 
foreign affairs of tlio estate is tliat ell tho posts in and outside tho monastery ore 
reserved for the moaibers of the onler. All persons employed, —^from tho grass-cut 
to tho liighcst priest, or biggest village agent, — ^arc j 7 fr ffosains of 6ivite school, 
disciples of Uis lloliucss the J^fahaiith of Bodli Gayd. 

Tho present occupant of Iho ffaddif Mahantli Krishna Dnydl Gir, is a 
young mnn of very pious habits, lie 1ms shewn great ajiplication for business, 
and seems to have the affairs of the monastery ivcll in hand. He has shewn 
good public ^lirit and liberality in the right di reel ion by subscribing Hs. 6,000 
to the “Grierson IVell and Public Gardens Fund,’' and seems to possess tho 
entire confidence of tlio members of his order, by whera and the native corn- 
muni^ (both Hindus and Jrimlnians) lie is Iield in high esteem end regard,
